Coronation Festivities' Are Indefinitely 

Postponed ami Itoyal Guests V(ili 

Return Home. 

'The first news of the renewed illness of 
the king came from the house of commons 
'where various officials gave an intimation 
that the arrangements for Thursday would 
better be suspended forewith, as the coro- 
uation'wquld be indeGnately. poatpoued on 
-account of the indisposition of his majeaty. 
..The sudden- announcement, just on the 
eve of the ceremony caused the* utmost con- 
sternation everywhere. The news spread 
like' wildfirei" The tens of thousands of 
occupants of the streets suddenly stood still 
under lite sudden shock und gazed at one 
another^iri^silent dread "of wbat L might 
come noit." 

On Saturdny and Sunday . Bociety was 
discussing the reports of the king's illness, 
and though the circumstantiality, detail 
and sources from which they came precluded 
entire disbelief, therewas a disposition to 
doubt the stories, and when ■ the positive 
categorical denial was "officially issued they 
were -'dismissed as'beiag unfounded. ' - 
_ His majesty" under ordinary conditions 
was not looked upon ara good' subject for 
operations, and though the king passed 
successfully through the ordeal it is believ- 
ed that four or five weeks must elapse before 
he will' be able. to. undergo the arduous 
labors of the coronation ceremonial. There- 
fore! ho date can yet be indicated for car- 
rying out tha~ coronation. 
-Official announcements of the, king's 
serious, illness were made to the' public 
as speedily, as possible. . Word was sent to 
thehouse of commons. ■

SajH Annual Death Bolt In Coal Fields 

Exceeds Americas : Loss In the 

Spanish War. 

President Mitchell o£ the United Mine 
Workers ,oE America has issued an address 
to the public. He paints the condition of 
the miners in the darkest colors, 
- '*For mOre'than twenty- four yeara, ■' he 
says the anthracite coal mine; workers 
of Pennsylvania have chafed and groaned 
under the most intolerable and inhuman 
conditions of employment- imaginable. 
Then he starts tp prove his cose. The an- 
nual death roil of the Pennsylvania mines 
he says, iB far greater, than .the number of 
men killed on the. American Bide in the 
Spanish war. 

: In 1901," there were 434 fatal and 1,250 
nonfatal accidents in the. mines. Yet the 
miners pay is the poorest in America, be 
says, but little better than foreign wages. 
The average compensation per day, says 
Presideat Mitchell, is $1.42 for a ten hour 
work day and the men are never given more 
than 200 daya work in the year. Refer- 
ring to the advance of 10 per cent granted 
two years ago as a strike concession, Pres- 
ident Mitchell states that the cost oE living 
has greatly increased in that time, 

The labor leader denies the statement of 
the capitalists that the productive capac- 
ity of mine workers deteriorated an aver- 
age of 12^ per cent in 1901. From 1890 
to 1900, says Mr. Mitchell, 2.16 tons was 
the average produced per miner per work- 
ing day. In 1901. the, average was 2.36 
tons. Replying to the claim that the coal 
companies cannot increase the price of 
wages without advancing the price of coal 
to consumers, President Mitchell quotes 
figures and'eourt testimony to disprove this 
claim. He refers to the annual report of 
President Trueadale of the Delaware, 
Lackawanna & Western, "in which Mr. 
Trueadale Bays: "The year 1901 will pass 
into history as one of the most satisfactory 
if not the banner year, for the anthracite 
coal. interests of this country. 

President Mitchell quotes police magis- 
trates to show that the coal, miners are not 
outlaws, as some have pictured them, but 
that they, arc a law abiding class. He 
states that tlie miners have made repeated 
efforts to arbitrate the differences. 
■ We repent our proposition to arbitrate 
all questions in dispute, says President 
Mitchell in conclusion, and if our premises 
are wrong, if our position ia untenable, if 
our demands cannot be sustained by facts 
and figures, -we -will again return to the 
mines and await the day when we shnll 
have a more righteous cause to claim the 
approval ofrthe American people.

. Cooler "weather prevailed during most of 
the past weekand the latter port. oE.the 
week was unseasonably cool.' Tn the ex- 
treme southern r port of the state it was not, 
however," so unusually cool as farther "north 
Showers occurred in different parts of the 
Btate^diirimr the week and" on Thursday; 
night and Friday night to moderately heavy- 
rainB fell' over almost the eotire atate.> >Ab 
a rule the rain did not interfere materially 
with farm work, though., wet boiI in'" the 
northern part of the state caused some de- 
lay in cultivation, and work proceeded 
quite rapidly over most of the state., The 
absence of heavy rain* in the north has im- 
proved the outlook ia that section some- 
what, while good showers in parts of tbo 
south have improved the condition of crops."! 
where they fell. -Over most of the south- 
ern part of the state, however, the rain was 
too light to -benefit crops, materially, and 
in many localities the drouth is becoming 
serious. In many places in tbo southern 
district and the southern partof the central 
district chinch bugs are becoming so num- 
erous, as to cause considerable damage. 
Wheat.is nearly all in the shock- in the 
southern district, is being^ bar vested in' the 
central district and is about ready to har- 
vest in the northern, district. While in 
some localities in the south the crop, is ■ 
good, chinch bugs and dry weather bare '. 
caused the yield- to be less than was 01- 
pected over most of that section. .The pros- 
pects continue farther north. Rye ia gen- 
erally good crop. Oats promise, a good 
yield over the northern and central dis- 
tricts, though their rank growth is causing 
them to lodge considerably. . In the south- 
ern district, where they are nearly -ready 
to be harvested, the prospect is less favora- 
able. Notwithstanding the cool weather 
corn has generally done well during the 
week, though there has been some injury 
by chinch bugs in the south, Cultivation 
has proceeded quite rapidly and the fields 
are cleaner north thau last week. Much 
of the crop has been laid by in the.-iputh. 
Pastures and meadows are generally' "good. 
Considerable clover hay has been made, 
but, under unfavorable conditions. Cow 
peas are generally growing nicely.' Pota- 
toes and gardens are doing well, except in 
a few localities. The fruit prospects are 
generally not good, Apples contine Ur 
drop, except from unsprayed trees. Peaches, 
are a poor crop. The prospects for small 
fruits ramie from poor to good.

Panama substitute. The first roll call 
came on Bacon's amendment, which was 
adopted, 52 to 20, All' the Panama ad- 
vocates voted loir the amendment; indi- 
cating that they are In a majority. . 

With defeat staring- him in' the -face, 
Senator Morgan mode another ■ speech 

i for htspet.Nicarnguan bill.' He. bad not 
Intended to speak again, but Senator Al- 
lison, chairman of the Bcpubllcan caucus, 
mnde a .speech for. Panama which the 
venerable Alabaman thought demanded 
an answer, Senator: Allison supported 
tire Panama route, because hie said he did 
not presume to Ignore the testimony of 

"eminent engineers who had deliberately 
mnde that choice. 

"The insinuation that the Spooner sub- 
stitute means no canal Is utterly without 
foundation," Bald Senator Allison, reply- 
ing to the oft-repeated charge that the 
Panama advocates arc opposed to tho In- 
tcrocennlc waterway. "The -people of 
the United States demand that this canal 
be built by the government, and it will 
be, If not by Panamn, then hy. the NIc* 
arsguan route." 

Senator Morgan mnde a strong final 
plea for the Nicaragua route. Begardlug 
the greater . cost of the canal by that 
route he said there was an eminent engi- 
neer who would build It for $140,000,000, 
and another had offered to build the 
canal free for the United States If given 
n lease of It for the first ten years after 
its completion. 

Matters Now Mixed. 

The hill ns passed Is known by the 
. name of Senator Spooner, nnd It author- 
izes the President to acquire the Pana- 
ma rights and property If it shall be 
found that a good title can bo furnished. 
If not the President is authorized to pro- 
ceed to acquire the Nicaragua route. 

The passage by the Senate of the 
Spooner bill really leaves the building of 
an isthmian canal ns far off aa ever, ac- 
cording to a Washington correspondent. 
The House of Representatives has passed 
n bill for a canal at Nicaragua and un- 
til the two branches of Congress har- 
monize in the .matter of route nnd all 
other details there Is no legislation. 

A conference eommittcejcrlll be appoint- 
ed to attempt to effect an agree men t, 
but it Is not anticipated that this com- 
mittee will be ready to report before next 
session of Congress, and then the fight 
over, the routes will be renewed in the 
House,. to which the conference commit- 
tee must report for approval. 

There Is another obstacle which must 
cause delay. If the Panama route is 
chosen a treaty must be negotiated with 
the Colombian government, and this 
treaty must be ratified by two-thirds of 
the United* States Senate.

RIOTS RULE PATERSON. 



Wild Mobs Led bjr Anarchists Wreck 
Mills and Attack Police. 

Ten persons arc in the Pnteraoo, N. J., 
city hospitals suffering from gunshot and 
revolver wounds received in strike riots 
led by anarchists which kept that city 
In a state of terror all day Wednesday. 
The troubles grew out of a stormy meet- 
ing of the dyers' helpers which wns cap- 
tured by anarchists, and a mob wns noon 
organized which wrecked nearly every 
mill In- Paterson. The police were met 
with .volleys of stones at first, and later 
with bullets, and they were powerless to 
quell the disorder. The- leaders of the 
riots Included several members of tho 
Group of Existence, old comrades of 
Brescl, the assassin. 

Chief of Police Graul utterly failed to 
meet the situation. Mayor Hlnchcllffe, 
after urging him to put on his uniform 
and go out with his men, denounced the 
chief and charged him with having lost 
his "nerve," The Mayor himself fhen 
took charge of measures to quel) the dis- 
turbance, Tbc Mayor went to police 
hendqunrters and had all the men of the 
reserves lined up In front of htm. Then 
he said to 'them: "Men, If your chilis 
prove useless, yon know what to do. lie 
nggressirc from tbc start." 

The trouble began with a meeting ad- 
dressed by William McQueen, an Eng- 
lish-speaking nnarchlst, editor of n red 
sheet called Liberty, and his companion, 
Gnllenno, an Italian nnnrchist. Most of 
the rioters were Italian dychouse helpers.

Secretory Bbatv'a Amelioration of Cus- 
toms Peculation*. 

Secretory Shaw hafl done his best to 
mitigate the sufferings of returning 
travelers, nbout which there has been 
so much complaint. The Inspectors of 
personal baggage are to wear white 
cotton gloves hereafter, so as not to 
soil the frocks and other garments they 
may have to handle. They must re- 
pack the trunkB they empty, muBt 
avoid unnecessary exposure of trunks' 
contents, and must put up with the 
reasonable impatience of distracted 
travelers without discourteous conduct 
la return; An efficient person In suit- 
able garb Is to settle points under dis- 
cussion between Inspectors and travel- 
ers, nnd receive travelers" complaints. 
O Ulcers are enjoined to avoid "petty 
exactions under a narrow interpreta- 
tion of the law and a mlsnpprcbenslon 
of the purposes of the inspection." Cus- 
toms officials are forbidden to accept 
gratuities, and passengers are request- 
ed not to tempt them. Any lntly who 
wants her baggage examined In pri- 
vate shall be gratified in that particu- 
lar, provided the steamship company 
has furnished a suitable room. As for 
the practice of requiring a declaration 
from travelers and afterward examin- 
ing their baggage to see If they have 
told the truth, the Secretary says: "If 
all people were honest, one or the other 
of these requirements might be avoid- 
ed, but under existing circumstances 
It has been found impracticable to 
omit either." The recent issue of four 
circulars and a statement hns attested 
the earnestness of the Secretary's pur- 
pose to make things as much easier 
for travelers ns the laws" will permit.- 
There Is n circular for travelers taking 
ship out of the country, and another 
for returning travelers, telling them 
what they must expect when they get 
home, so tli at their minds and docu- 
ments mny ho prepared bcforebnnd, 
Tho path through the custom house is 
not lined with , primroses even now, 
but the Secretary has doubtless better- 
ed It n little, and certainly he has 
shown solicitude nnd good-will.— Har- 
per's Weekly.

At 
the adjourned meeting a number of \'ad* 
ministration senators" pleaded for haj> 
mey and what they represented as the hon- 
or of the country. Senator Hunna said, 
"I declare to you, as chairman of our na- 
tional Committee, that our party will suf- 
fer at the poles in the coming election if 
this pledge which we have made is not car- 
ried into execution." -The conference, how- 
ever was compelled to adjourn without ac- 
tion and subject to the call of the chairman 
Senator Allison who told me after adjourn- 
ment that he did not believe the conference 
would meet again soon. Another admin- 
istration senator told me that he anticipat- 
ed no trouble in securing the ratification of 
a reciprocal treaty after the elections and 
that be felt sure that would be the ultimate 
outcome of the President's earnest efforts 
in behalf of Cuba. He saio Mr.'Roosovelt 
would appeal to the country, in support of 
Cuban reciprocity, on the trip he expects 
to make this foil, and that be would not 
ask for support in vain.

On Thursday, by vote of 42 to 34, the 
Senate decided in favor of the Panama- 
Colon route for the isthmian caiinl. The 
test vote came on a motion to substitute the 
Spooner bill for the Hepburn Nicaragunn 
bill passed by the House. An nmendment 
offered by Senator Fairbanks was adopted, 
by virtue of which the government will, 
upon the settlement of the route question 
by the President, issue 2 per cent interest 
bearing, gold boads totheaniountof 8IS0,- 
000,000, to defray the expense of the under 
taking. Under the provisions of the 
Spooner amendment, the President is au 
thorized to purchase the entire plant, rights 
etc., of the Pannma canal Company for 
$40,000,000 provided he can Eecure thereto 
a satisfactory title and provided he can 
procurgjrom the Columbian government 
the perpetuaUight to a strip of land six 
miles wide in the proper locution, etc. In 
the event that he cannot secure satisfactory 
title or proper concessions from the Col urn* 
bum government, he is to secure such con- 
cessions from the Nicnraguan and Costa 
Rican governments and commence opera- 
tions on that route. As, in any event, a 
treaty must be negotiated, with the gov- 
ernment through whose territory the canal 
is to pass and must be ratified by the Sen- 
ate, no active operations will be begun be- 
fore the Senate baa again convened.

mentsincgotinted by the Dnwes eotnnt.ls-

Croat crowds struggled about the bul- 
letin and rend tins news with heads un- 
covered. London wns staggered by the 
suddenness of It all, punrtlcularly as an 
absolute denial that his majesty was se- 
riously. Ill wns Issued ou Snturday by Sir 
' Francis Knollys, 

Hundreds of; dinners, halls and enter- 
tainments were Indefinitely postponed, 
the Invitations that bad been Issucd-be- 
lng hurriedly withdrawn. There will lie 
no public entertainments until tile King 
Is out of danger and no elaborate private 
a flu Irs, The preparations for the fes- 
tivities ended as suddenly as If death had 
Intervened, London had. never been so 
gay, bad never planned so' many or so 
extensive entertainments. Now all these 
are ended and a. feeling of gloom nnd 
sadness is over tho .whole- city. 

No date Is now Intimated for the co'ro- 
■ nntiou, but It will be; several weeks ere 
the King recovers, If he ever does, It Is 
known that Ihe King Is not strong. His 
liver nnd stomach hiivo been disordered 
for several years, . while It is strongly

shed In 'the Carolinas and Tennessee, 
nnd wheat Is ripening In southern Ne- 
braska with promising outlook.

With these ex- 
ceptions the crap Is 1n excellent condi- 
tion. 

Oats hnve suffered some injury In 
northern Illinois and portions of Iowa 
from heavy rains, and too rank growth

(tin; elsewhere the crop has advanced fa- 
vorably. 

Over tho northern portion of the west- 
ern and central districts and generally 
throughout the eastern portion of the cot- 
[an belt cotton has experienced gener- 
lly favorable conditions, Over the sou th- 
ru portion of the central districts and 
hroughout Texas the crop has made slow 
growth. 

- The season has been unfavorable for 
transplanting tobacco In the middle At- 
lantic States and Kentucky, nnd the crop 
lias Buffered much from drought in Vir- 
ginia, North Carolina and portions of 
JCentueky. .

!lnues favorable, except in the Ohio val- 
ey and middle Atlantis States.

Question of General Strike Will 
Bottled at the Meeting. 
Under direction of President John 
Mitchell of the United Mine Workers of 
America the long-expected call for a 
special nationnl convention of mine work- 
ers was issHcd Wednesday by Secretary- 
Treasurer Wilson. Thp convention will 
be held in Indianapolis July IT, and will 
determine whether the soft-coal minora 
of the country shall go out on strike to 
assist the striking anthracite miners ot 
Pennsylvania. 

Much depends an the miners of Illinois, 
Indiana aud Ohio, who will cut n promi- 
nent figure In the convention, The bnsla 
of the apportionment of delegates to the 
convention is one for every 100 members 
of the local uulon or fraction over fifty. 
This will make a convention of 1.0U0 
delegates. 

The voting strength of nil locals is be- 
tween 2,800 nnd 2,400. Of this the con- 
vention will have n voting .strength oi 
from 1,700 to 1,800. A bare majority 
can order a strike. The anthracite re- 
gions cast- 747 votes, Virginia nnd Michi- 
gan, which joined in the call for the con- 
vention, have fifty-two, making 701* votes 
from those five districts which united, to 
call the convention. 

As Btated at the headquarters condi- 
tions are not satisfactory to miners la 
Missouri, Kansas, Arkansas and Indinn 
Territory, and It la believed the delegates 
from those sections will vole for a strike. 
Tbe minora ot Ohio are understood to 
be opposed to a strike, while .those of 
Illinois, Indiana and Iowa are in doubt. 
Tbe formal call for the convention de- 
tails at length what unions are empow- 
ered to Bend delegates, the number ol 
delegates to be sent, the method to be 
pursued la choosing them, etc.

All kinds or wild game In the 
mountains of West Virginia are in 
danger of almost total destruction 
owing to the heavy snows which for 
months have covered their feeding 
grounds. The deer, bear, wild turk- 
eys, and smaller game have been un- 
able to get at their feed of roots, 
herbs, seeds, grubs, etc., and In s 
great many instances the animals and 
birds have either been frozen qt 
starved to death. 

The mountaineers and the farmers 
living In the. valleys have done what 
they could to feed the game! Some 
of the farmers In Randolph, Webster, 
Hampshire, Nichols and other moun- 
tain counties, are actually feeding 
deer, wild turkeys, pheasants, part- 
ridges and other game birds as regu- 
larly as they feed their etock.^ Hun- 
ger has made the wild things' tame, 
and on one farm in Randolph, county, 
a Mr. Arbuckle is feeding ten head 
of deer, twenty wild turkeys and as 
many pheasants and several coveys 
ot partridges In his barnyard dally. 

On some of the farms tho deer 
have become ae tamo as the cattle 
and horses, and tbe wild game birds 
show no more fear than the chickens. 
The farmers draw the line at coons 
and catamounts, and many of the lat- 
ter have been hilled almost at the 
doors of the farmhouses. — Parkers- 
burg (W. Va.) Correspondence New 
York World.
